Chairman J. F. Shaughnessy
Frank Warren of the Nevada pub
service commission returned today fre
Eureka, where they have been co
ducting a railroad hearing.

Shaugnessy related incidents 0
nected with a train wreck on the E
rcka and Palisade in which he
bruised about the shoulders and
which Warren and Ed Walker of
Reno chamber of commerce recei
badly bruised shins.

The accidenmt happened shortly aft
eleven o'clock Thursday. The north
bound train with eleven passenge
aboard had left Eureka at 8:00 o'cloc
and was approaching Blackburn st
tion at a speed of about seven mile
an hour. The warm weather of th
past three days had caused the watd
at the upper end of Pine valley to ris
rapidly and slow time was being mad
on this account for the track was un
der water in several places where th
train had already crossed.

Close to Blackburn station there i
a culvert located at almost the
point as a switch. The tracks at thi
point have been cut to allow the prop

er working of the switch and with th
action of the water undermining th

tracks the connection was materiall

weakened. As the train approached thé
engine got over safely, but the £l

car on which is mounted a tank and
coal pile, serving as a tender, dropped
through a distance of four feet com
ing up against the supporting timbe

of the culve:t. The coupler between the
engine and tender broke, and the ten
der and coach stopped very decided!

when the tender went through the cul-
vert.

The one woman on the train, Mrs.
Alice de Lontan, of San Francisco, rep-
resenting a California perfume house,
was one of the passengers on the speed-
der. She was suffering from a badly
cut lip and bruises about the body.
The passengers on the train also in-
cluded H. O. Davidson of Reno: Ed
Walker of the public service commis-
sion; Frank” Warren, reporter for the
commission; Rev. Father Kennedy, of
Fureka and Tony Romana and a man
named Johnson, both from Eureka.
When the relief train finally came
out from Palisade it was found that
the water had undermined the tracks to
such an extent that it was not con-
sidered safe for it to proceed any clos-
er than four miles from the wreck. The
passengers were obliged to walk to the
relief train, and owing to the accumu-
lation of water probably covered better
than six miles to reach it
